“A decisive victory for Police Chief 
* Jumes L. Beavers and Detective Chief 
A. Lamar Poole, against whom a fight 
is being waged to remove them from 
their respeetive positions, was seen 
Friday when City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, called upon for a ruling at 
a meeting of the ordinance committee 
of council, held that no matter how 
many ordinances council abolished, 
the two officers are protected hy civil 
service in the charter of Atlanta. 

The city attorney further ruled that 
‘either council nor the police commit- 
tee -can depose, demote or remove 
either Chief Beavers or Chief Poole 
without giving them a trial and con- 
victing them of inefficiency, unless 
a charter amendment 
through the state legislature. 

Have Right of Appeal. 

In the event the police committee 
ghould arraign the two officers on 
charges of inefficiency, find them 
guilty and recommend that they be 
discharged, an appeal from the de- 
cision could be made by Chief Beavers 
and Chief Poole to the superior court, 
which would ultimately decide the 
case, Mr. Mayson held. This course, 
he said, was clearly defined in the 
city code of 1910 and had been taken 
previously by Chief Beavers three 
years ago when he won a decision 
_ over the old board of police commis- 
sioners, which had removed him, and 
after two years was reinstated as 
chief of police, 

As the result of the city attorney's 
ruling, Alderman Jesse W. Armistead, 
chairman of the police committee, 
withdrew his resolution to abolish civil 
service in th@ police department and 
also an amendment to his original 
resolution which would have abolished 
only that part of the present civil 
service ordinance that applied to of. 
ficers in the police department and 
not the rank and file.

| Marion, Ill., January 19.—After 
nearly 27 hours of deliberation a 
jury of Williamson county farmers to- 
day delivered a verdict of not guilty 
in the first case resulting from the 
killings of 21 non-union workers dur- 
ing the Herrin riots last June. 

The end of the long trial came with 
such unexpected suddenness that both 
the spectators and the five defend- 
ants who were charged with the mur- 
der of Howard Hoffman, one of the 
victims of.the outbreak, appeared daz- 
ed. As Judge D. T. Hartwell fin- 
ished reading the last verdict, the 
only sound that broke the silence iu 
the court was a half smothered sob 
from the wife of one of the de- 
fendants. 

After warning the spectators 
against any demonstration, Judge 
Hartwell ordered the jury brought in 
at 1:50 o’clock. Five minutes later 
the last of the separate verdicts had 
been read. While the defendants sat 
almost motionless without any sigu 
of emotion, the jury filed out by one 
door. the spectators left by another 
and just ten minutes from the time 
the jury was brought in, the court 
room was empty. 

Would Not Discuss Verdict. 


All of the jurors refused to discuss 
their verdict. One said that 15 or 20 
ballots were taken. Another declared 
that they were all agreed on the in- 
nocence of four of the defendants on 
the first ballot. but refused to name 
the fifth regarding whom there was a 
difference of opinion. Several jurors 


indicated that the verdicts resulted 
from the alibis submitted by the de- 


fense for all of the five accused and 
because they considered that a “rea-

‘known. 

And Squiggins is the man who has 
brought more fame to the postmark 
“Worthington, Mass.” than any other 
man who ever dropped a letter in its 
outgoing mail box. 

Brings Worthington Tome. 

For shame, Mr. Postmaster! The 
papers of the nation, from coast to 
coast, hage carried the  dateline 
“Worthington, Mass.,” for the first 
time in the memory of man, and all 
because of Mr. Squiggins’ letter, writ- 
ten in January 1923, and address- 
led to “Jefferson Davis, President, 
byes onan Va.”

“While it lacks many of the facili- 
ties of an ideal field, the Brown’s 
Mill site is the most desirable field 
[I have seen in the neighborhood of 
Atlanta,” Mr. McMillen continued. 
“When I was flying in to Atlanta 
Sunday I noticed the site as far as I 


could see and, as is my custom, early 
picked it out as a spot in which to 


make a possible forced landing. 
“This site has many natural ad- 
vantages, despite the fact that it, too, 
is located in low land. The hills 
which surround it however, are not

Alter 125 Years 
Eveline Bolton 
Dies in Georgia 


Date of Her Birth Vouched 
for by Registrar of Ogle- 
thorpe County. 


Eveline Bolton, negro woman of 
Oglethorpe county, Georgia, is dead 
at the age of 125 years, 9 months and 
11 days—which constitutes a record 
in longevity for the state of Georgia, 
and undoubtedly comes close to a 
similar record for the entire United 
States. 

Eveline died on December 24, 1922, 
and the delay in telling the story of 
her long life is due to the fact that 
the date of her birth and other facts 
have been very carefully investigated 
by Justice H. H. Glenn,-registrar of 
births and deaths for the militia dis- 
trict in which she died. On Friday 
the story was given out by Dr. Davis, 
head of the vital statistics department 
of the state pvoard of health. Dr. 
Davis is eatisfied that the facts in 
the case will now bear the closest 
scrutiny.

Paris Visitor Here Says Ger- 
many Making No Ef- 
fort to Pay. 


The present occupation of the Ruhr 
mining district in Germany by French 
forces in order to compel payment of 
the indemnity fund of $8,000,000,000, 
is entirely justifiable, Frank UJ. 
Schoell, of Paris, France, professor of 

the University of Strasbourg, told a 
Constitution reporter Wednesday eve- 
‘ning. 

Professor Schoell was in Atlanta to 
lecture to the local French alliance 
under the auspices of the Institute of 
Internal Education of New York. He 
| is now making a lecture of the south 
‘and was a guest at the Ansley hotel 


‘during bis stay in the city. 

| “It is a justifiable move.” he said. 
“because Germany is able to pay, but 
is making no effort to pay. All of the 
money she receives for foreign exports 
she hoards, while the value of the 
franc is fast decreasing because the 
French government is unable to meet 
demands of reconstruction of her dev- 
astated areas. 

“Another fact is that Germany has 
had four years in which to pay the 
debt, or the major portion of the debt 
at least. and she is now ten times 
richer than France when she _ was 
forced to pay an indemnity to Ger- 
many of 5,000,000,000 franes in the 
vear of 1871,” he continued. “If 
| France eould pay this heavy indemnity

itor Constitution: Your editorial on 
the matter of misuse of automobile head- 
lights and the discourtesy of the driver 
of an Automobile who so misuses this very 
important part of his automobile should 
be heeded by every thinking, responsible 
citizen. 

However, neither you nor any of the 
others who have written on the subject 
of recklessness in the operation of automo- 
biles have yet gone deep enough to get at 
the root of the evil. 

The state of Georgia requires the marking 
of each motor vehicle operated on the 
highways by a plate issued by the state 
bearing a number assigned to that partic. 
ular vehicle and registered with the sec. 
retary of state with the name and address 
of the owner of the vehicle and identifying 
details of the vehicle itself sufficient to 
be sure that the vehicle and the number 
issued to identify it correspond on the 
records, 

In the early days of the automobile when 
this system of registering automobiles and 
collecting tax on them first started, this 
identifying number was the most important 
part of the entire matter and the provisions 
of the law relating to the Steam of 


this registered number were gidly en- 
forced. The root of the evil| of reckless 
driving today is not In lack « but 
in failure to enforce that part of the 
existing law which is mest important and 
which is most visibly and flagrantly vio- 
lated by the very people who are causing 
the most of the trouble. 

We have lost sight of the real reason for 
the display of a number on a motor vehicle, 
for, when the only check made by the 
authorities is one made to be sure that the 
vehicle does bear a license plate and no 
attention is paid to its proper visible dis- 
play it then becomes simply a receipt for 
tax tioney and fails to serve its orizinal 
and most important 

The laws of Georgia require 
revistered number of every motor vehicle 
shail be prominently displayed on the 
hicle in such a way as to be visible it all 
times and shall not be hidden or obstructed 
in any manner and shall he illumined at 
night in such a way as to be legible at a 
given distance. 

On my way to town this morning my 
car was passed by 34 motor vehicles of al) 
sorts and sizes. Of this 34 one was a 
truck on which no number was visible at 
it evidently being covered by the 
tail gate of the body which was swinging 
down at the rear of the tmick. This vehicle 
was being operated at an excessive and 
reckless rate of speed and passed 
thing in the line ahead of me on Forrest 
avenue and turned ont into Peachtree street

Four more of the cars which passed me 
bore numbers which could not be read by 
reason of the fact that they were ob- 
structed by bumpers, tire racks and other 
attachments placed, either purposely or by 
accident, so that the number could not be 
read after the Car had passed. Several 
showed sizns of the most careful 
to the appearance of the body and running 
gear of the car, everything being bright 
and shining excent the number plate, which 
was covered with dust and showed no sign 
of having been cleaned for months. In 
short, practically one-third of the cars 
which passed could not have heen identi- 
fied by their state numbers shonld they 
have attempted to run away from the 
scene of an accident. 

If an inspection should made this 
morning of all the vehicles parked in the 
downtown section, with a view of deter- 
mining whether or not identification could 
be made at night in an emergency, the 
courts would have a busy day tomorrow, 
and if all the jitney buses, city vehicles 
and commercial trucks were required to 
keep their numbers in a legible conditton 
the percentage of accidents in which ‘‘the 
car sped away in the darkness without any 
of the witnesses being able to identify it’’ 
would be very materially decreased. 


The point is, that the person who op- 
erates a motor vehicle carrying a number 
plate in an illegible condition does so that 


he may be able to run away from re- 
sponsibility in case of an accident and ts 
potentially a dangerous person to operate 
a vehicle on the highways.

root of the evil. Surely the matter o 
protection of publie life and safety is as 
important to the state as the cashing of a 
check is to a banking institution. Posi- 
tive identification is an absolute necessity. 


There is also a practice, on a limited 
scale, of registering an automobile in an 
assumed name in another state and op- 
erating the vehicle on the highways of 


Georgia under a foreign number plate. 
There are automobiles in this city that have 
been operated for months under Alabama 
and Florida state numbers. The matter 
of the use of license numbers of 
states should be rigidly investigated and 
inquired into in Georgia. as it is in other 
states. 

In addition to this, whenever a case of 
any nature is made by the police against 
the operator of a motor vehicle, the of- 
ficer making the case should check at the 
time the case is made the motor or factorr 
number of the car in question to see if it 
tallies with the record at 
office under the license number in question 
and the trial judge should require this tn- 
formation when hearing the case.

ARMY MONEY BILL 


PASSED BY HOUSE 


unds for Waterways 
Projects Almost Dou- 
bled—Vote Down Effort 
to Reduce Army. 


Washington, January 19.—The 
army appropriation bill, carrying 
$3335,000,000, was passed tonight by 
the house after the rivers and harbors 
bloc had put through an: amendment 
increasing the item for waterways 
projects from $37,000,000 to 356,589,- 
(() and the item for completing the 
Muscle Shoals dam and power project 
bad been accepted. 

The princip:! change in the mili- 
tury sections of the bill today was 
an amendment prohibiting the pur- 
chase from private manufacturers of 
ordnance at a cost higher than would 
be necessary for government manu- 
facture. The bill originally provided 
that except as authorized, none of 
the money should be so appropriated 
“at a price in excess of 25 per centum 
more than the cost” of government 
manufacture, 

A last-minute effort of Representa- 
tive Sisson, of Mississippi. ranking 
democrat on the military committee, 
to reduce the appropriation for the 
regular army and automatically re- 
duce its size was voted down.

the police committee should be em- 
powered with the authority to re- 
move a lightweight member of the de- 
purtment if good and sufficient cause 
could be shown to justify the action.” 

To this the cit, attorney replied 
that it was embodied in the charter 
of Atlanta at the time civil service 
was adopted that the policeman or 
officer against whom charges had 
been made and who was convicted, 
cculd appeal his decision to the su- 
perior court. He recited the trial 
of Chief Beavers in 1918, when the 
chief was discharged by the police 
board, how the chief had appealed the 
decision and had been sustained by 
the higher court. 

Armistead’s Opinion. 

“The police committee simply. wants 
to amend the present civil service 
laws so as to stimulate a_ better 
morale in the department,” declared 
Alderman Armistead. “We do not 
believe that civil service should be 
ubolished in the rank and file of the 
department, but we do think it for the 
best interest of the department and 
the city that the officers and head 
of. the department should be _ regu- 
lated by council from time to time, if 
it is shown that they are incompe- 
tent.” 

“I don’t mean to imply that the of- 
ficer or chief should be kicked out 
of the department if it is deemed for 
the best interest to remove him from 
his position. He should retain his 
¢ivil service standing as a patrolman 
and should be transferred to a place 
that would best suit him. This is 
applicable to the rank as well, for if 
the committee should recognize the 
ability of a man in the rank, he should 
be placed in position for promotion 
without having to create a higher 
place for him. As it is, the only way 
we could promote a patrolman to a 
higher place would be for a vacancy 
to occur. We cannot remove a man 
from the commissioned personnel 
without going through » long fight.” 

Favor Detective Abolition. 

The committee voted favorably on 
a resolution introduced by Alderman 
Armistead, Councilman Cassels, Coop- 
er, Wells, Beall and Wooddll, abolish- 
ing the detective department and; 
placing its personnel under the direc- 
tion of the chief of police. 

This means if council approves this 
action that Detective Chief Poole will 
retain his rank as captain of police 
and be transferred back to the police 
department. Other commissioned of- 
ficers in the detective department will 
also retain their rank. 

The committee also 
ordinance introduced by Alderman 
Armistead providing against horse 
racing book makers from assembling 
on the streets or otherwise conducting 
betting pools in Atlanta. A fine of 
$100 or 30 days at hard labor is the 
penalty provided in this ordinance for 
persons convicted, 

An amendment to the ordinance re- 
cently adopted by council providing 
for a purchasing committee of coun- 
cil to supervise expenditures in the 
purchasing agent's department, was 
favored by the committee. Wnder 
the amendment the purchasing com- 
mittee will be composed of six mem- 
bers of council instead of five. as 
now exists. Mayor Sims announced 
that be would appoint Councilman 
J. A. Beall as the sixth member of 
the committee as soon as the amend- 
ment is ratified by council. 

It was recommended to amend the 
zoning ordinance adopted in April of 
last year, so as to permit Dr. A. L. 
proprietor of a drug store 
located in the Peachtree railway sta- 
tion, to erect a building adjacent to 
the station as new quarters for his 
business 

A delegation of property owners 
residing on Peachtree road in the 
vicinity of the station voiced protest 
against changing the zoning ordi- 
nance. Chairman  MHartsfield was 
informed, however, by H. C. Cutter, 
engineer of the planing commission, 
that the present zoning ordinance 
provided that 50 feet immediately ad- 
jacent to the depot could be utilized 
for business purpeses.

Says Co-operative 
‘Marketing Scheme 
Is World Movement 


Economist Outlines Great 
Strides Movement Has Made 
in Foreign Countries. 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel 

Washington, January 19.—(By The 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Just 
back from Europe where he made a 
study of agricultural economi¢e con- 
ditions for the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, Chris L. 
| Christensen, agricultural economist, 
in a statement to The Constitution 
today declared that the tremendous 
impetus given co-operative marketing 
in this country during recent months. 
particularly in southern states, is part 
of a world-wide co-operative move- 
ment, springing from a desire for het- 
ter agricultural conditions. 

Having made ua study of economic 
conditions in eleven.European coun- 
tries, his statement is said to be of 
peculiar interest to leaders in the 
co-operative movement in Georgia 
where rapid strides have been made 
recently. 

During his stay in Denmark, Mr. 
Christensen met agricultural econo- 
mists from all over the world who had 
been delegated to ‘study the co-oper- 
ative methods of the Danish farm, said 
to be the most highly organized thus 
far developed. Se 

“The sound economic organization 
on which the new agricultural indus- 
try of Denmark—the most highly or- 
genized agricultural industry in the 
world—has been built the last forty 
years is the result of co-operative 
ideals practiced by the Danish farm- 
ers,”” Mr. Christensen said. ‘The ag- 
ricultural producers’ there have 
brought new prosperity to the whole 
kingdom through the efficiency of their 
co-operative enterprises in produc 
tion, quality of production and dis- 
tribution.” 

The rapid rise of the Danish bacon 
industry to its pre-war level in the 
latter half of 1922 is attributed by 
Mr. Christensen to co-operative en- 


deavor. 
Helps Dairying. 

“Some of the greatest strides in 
dairying in northern Europe the last 
decade have been made in Finland 
through the production of stan - 
ized, quality dairy products,” he 1- 
tinued. “Payment on a quality basis 
for whole milk delivered has been 
introduced, and is a common prac- 
tice in the co-operative dairies. Co- 
operation has won high favor with 
the Finnish farmer the last decade, 
SQ per cent of the Finish butter ex- 
ported being handled by one large 
central co-operative export society. 

“Grain production in Finland was 
stimulated under war conditions, but 
the swing is :ow back to animal pro- 
ducts due to the drop in 1922 grain 
prices, us in’othe: Scandinavian coun- 
tries. Before the war 70 per cent of 
the Finnish farmer's income was de- 
rived from livestock products and 14 
per cent from grain and hay produc- 
tion. In 1919-20, the proportion was 
57 per cent from livestock products 
and 30 per cent from grain and hay. 

“Among the best developed co-op- 
erative organizations in German ag- 
riculture is the rural co-operative vil- 
lage bank. With sixty years of ex- 
perience this system is stili regarded 
as the main pillar that supports the 
German agricultural co-operative sys8- 
tem. Despite the war the rural co-op- 
erative village banks have continually 
increased .2 number, steadily piling 
up large reserve funds. The depre- 
ciated mark, however, has practical- 
ly wiped out these savings. 

Grain Industry Benefits. 

“In southern parts of the German 

republic there is another form of ag- 


ricultural co-operation known as the 
co-operative granary, and _ which 
freed the economic position of — the 
Bavarian farmers in pre-war times, 
During the war and after, the co-oper- 
ative granary has been an organ of 
the government, as normal grain sell- 
ing business has been practically 


| eliminated.” 


Regarding farm credit, Mr. Chris- 
tensen said that “the great depre- 
ciation in German marks the past 
five or six months has resulted in an 
alarming shortage of farm credit in 
Germany.” Mr. Christensen has 
made a careful study and survey of 
es-operative activities as developed in 
Danish agriculture including several 
weeks of study of the marketing of 
Danish products in the English mar- 
kets. He also investigated agricul- 
tural co-operative marketing activi- 
ties in Sweden, Norway and Fin- 
land, and certain phases of agricultu- 
ral co-operative activities in Germany, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Switzerland. A 
report on Danish agriculture, its 
organization and the co-operative 
movement is now being prepared by 
Mr. Christensen to be issued at an 
early date by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture.

Supreme Court : 


Race Dwindles | 
To Three Men 


Judge Sanford, of Tennes- 
see, Still Considered Strong 
Possibility for Vacancy.

Washington, January 19. — (By 
Constitution Leased Wire.):— Al- 
though it was virtually conceded for 
a while that President Harding had 
agreed to name a southern man to the 
present vacancy on the supreme 
court, with strong indications of the 
appointee being Judge Sanford, of 
the United States district court for 
the middle and eastern districts of 
Tennessee, some hitch seems to have 
developed to leave the whole matter 
as yet undecided. 

Indications are that such a flood 
of candidates has been thrust upon 
the president until he has been forced 
to reopen consideration of the va- 


cancy. Immediately after it was re- 
ported with some authority’ that 
Judge Sanford would probably receive 
the nomination, New York republic- 
ans protested on the ground that 
their state, having the largest pop- 
ulation of any in the union, was with- 
out representation on the nation’s 
highest tribunal. It was pointed out 
that the rumored appointment would 
give Tennessee two members of the 
court. 
Dozen Candidates Try. 

_This acted to hold up the execu- 
tive’s plans, it is said, and at the 
same time provided an opportunity 
for other states to pry open the 
wedge by putting forward their fa- 
vorite sons. As a result no less than 
a dozen active candidates are now 
in the field, and a stirring battle of 
politics is being conducted behind the 
scenes. The fight has many ramifi- 
cations, all of which cannot be told, 
and is directed against one candidate 
first and then another. 

At present the race has dwindled 
to three men, it is said, former As- 
sistant Attorney General Guy D. 
Goff, of West Virginia, Henry W. 
Anderson, of Virginia, and Judge 
Sanford. 

The president’s determination to go 
south to fill the vacancy, which was 
caused by the resignation of Associate 
Justice Pitney, was said to have been 
largely influenced by Chief Justice 
Taft. The plan was to fill one va- 
cancy with a democrat from tbe 
northwest and the other with a re- 
publican from the south. This pro- 
gram was carried out in the first ap- 
pointment, which fell to Pierce But- 
ler, of Minnesota, but the second has 
given trouble. 


Ask Alternative. 


That program militated at the out- 
set against the chances of Judge 
Robert Von Moschzisker, of the 
Pennsylvania supreme court. Yet, 
Senators Reed and Pepper, of Penn- 
Sylvania, worked so persistently they 
were able to obtain a promise that if 
a southern republican were not named 
a man would be chosen from Penn- 
sylvania or New Jersey.

FARM CREDIT BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Supplementary Measure 
to Aid Growers Now Due 
for _ Immediate Consider- 
ation by Solons. 


Washington, January 19.—Passage 
by the senate today of the Capper ag- 


ricultural credits bill was followed by 
arrangements for immediate consid- 
eration of the supplementary farm 
credits measure, the Lenroot-Ander- 
son bill. Intervention of an appro- 
priation bill and other routing meas- 
ures, however ,threatened to defer 
opening of debate on the Lenroot- 
Anderson measure until Monday. 

The Capper bill was passed with- 
out opposition or a roll call but aft- 
er several futile attempt: had been 
made to amend it. Considerable crit- 
icism revolved about its alleged insuf- 
ficiency to aid the farmer, and ad- 
vocates of the Lenroot-Anderson bill 
contend that it will go much fur- 
ther. 

Administration leaders are agreed 
upon a policy of holding the Lenroot- 
Anderson bill before the senate until 
disposed of before proceeding with 
the administration shipping Dill. It 
is hoped to reach a yote on the last 
'farm credit bill next week and there- 
by break the legislative jam which 
has held up the shipping measure. 


New Ship Bill Introduced. 


A substitute shipping bill introduced 
today by Senator McKellar, demo- 
crat, Tennessee, would strike out the 
cash government aid provision of the 
administration bill, abrogate commer- 
cial treaties which congress has 
sought to annul for some time, abol- 
ish discriminating rates from Atlan- 
tic ports and declare a ten-year pol- 
icy of government ship operation. 

The McKellar bill was said to be 
promised considerable support, espe- 
cially from democratic opponents of 
the administration measure. His sub- 
stitute would provide, in lien of the 
eash aid of the administration bill. 
a 5 per cent rebate to importers of 
goods in government vessels. It would 
retain provisions of the administra- 
tion bil] relating to mail and immi- 
gration contracts, tonnage duties and 
for co-operation of railroads with 
American shipping lines, which would 
be ordered established by the shipping 
board by direct government opera- 
tion or lease.. 


Prompt Action Assured. 


Prompt consideration by the house 
of the senate’s farm credits program 
is said to be assured, a committee al; 
rendy being engaged at work on the 
matter. In both the senate and 
house the principal contest over the 
legislation is predicted for the Len- 
root-Anderson bill because of its gov- 
ernment aid features through plans 
for federak subscription to $60,000,- 
000 stock for 12 new credit depart- 
ments under the farm loan board, one 
in each reserve district. 

The Capper bill’s principal provi- 
sion is for the organization of co-op- 
erative credit associations, with 
$250.000 capital, and amendments to 
the federal reserve act designed to ex- 
tend farmers’ credits.

The Atlanta Woman's club lecture 
course wil! take its patrons to Africa 
with Carl Akeley Thursday, January 
25, and it is believed that they will 
enjoy that visit as heartily as they 
did going to “The Friendly Arctic” 
with Stefansson. 

Carl Akeley has the reputation of 
being a speaker who portrays so viv- 
idly his experience as explorer in the 
tropics and his adventures as a hun- 
ter of big game in African jungles 
that the pictures he uses by way of 
illustration are “extra” and aot neees- 
sary in getting the subject over to his 
hearers. 

Earlier in the season it was not 

deemed possible to secure this inter- 
esting lecturer for Atlanta, and only 
by a fortunate combination of cir- 
cumstancs has the lecture been se- 
cured for the last Thursday in Jan- 
uary. 
_ Akeley is, besides being a fascinat- 
ing lecturer and noted hunter, -an in- 
ventor, a scientist, a writer, a sculp- 
tor and a taxidermist. He is ranked 
as a great explorer as well as a big 
game hunter and is a qmember of the 
Explorer's club of New York of which 
was president until re- 
cently and which has a membership 
of remarkable men. 

A number of articles by Akeley 
have recently appeared in World’s 
Work, and in one of them he tells of 
filming two gorillas in their native 
setting and of his trip to the active 
voleano “Nyamlagira,” never. before 
visited by a white man. 

He is the inventor of the famous 
Akeley camera, in use by all the 
large moving picture companies of to- 
day, and the camera which is univer- 
sally chosen in obtaining pictures of 
the big races. 

He is the most noted animal sculp- 
tor in America, his art work growing 
out of his original profession of taxi- 
dermy, which was developed by him 
to a high plane and which brought 
commendations from Roosevelt that 
finally led to his adding the art of 
sculpture to his other aecquirements.

Miss Eleanor Raoul, of Atlanta; Mrs. 
A. W. Alstatter, Savannah; Mrs. 
Frank Melntyre, Savannah, and Mrs. 
J. H. Downey, Gainesville, were elect 
ed directors of the state league. 

At a meeting of the directors after 
the convention had adjourned, Mrs. 
F, W. Alstatter, of Savannah, was 
elected first vice president, Mrs. C. C. 
Harold, Macon, second vice president ; 
Miss Eleanor Raoul, Atlanta, treas- 
urer: Mrs. J. R. Downey, Gainesville. 
secretary, and Mrs. F. T. Melintyre, 
Savannah, auditor. 

The motion of Mrs. R. L. Schley, 
of Savannah, that the legislative pro- 
gram be drawn up as in the past and 
the bills to be eoncentrated and be 
left to the discretion of the legislative 
committee, was adopted. 

Bills to Be Considered. 

The bills that will receive considera- 
tion from tbe league's executive com- 
mittee this year include the woman 
industrial bill, increasing appropria-

Motions Passed. 

Among the motions passed by the 
convention today were a pilgrimage to 
the capital from all state leagues dur- 
ing the session of the legislature, all 
gathéring at the same time; to ap- 
point a committee to establish certain 
standards for all leagues to work to- 
ward: a registration week to be ob- 
served simultaneously by all leagues. 
possibly in February. 

Atlanta and Savannah delegates 
submitted the ideas as to how this 
should be handled in their respective 
cities, 

The motion that a definite study on 
citizenship be undertaken by _ the 
leagues and that an efficiency in gov- 
ernment committee to work in unton 
with men and women engaged in work- 
ing out the principles of good govern- 
ment be appointed, were adopted. 

The leagues were asked by Mrs. 
R. L. Turman to work for the repea! 
of the law that says that a woman 
who does not vote need not pay poll 
tax. She took the position that a 
woman may change her mind several 
years later and then be unable to pay 
the back poll tax essential to ber 
qualifying for voting.
